On Trial. 

To-morrow the Second Provincial 
Assembly of British Columbia will be 
opened in thia city by His Honor the 
Lieut. -Govornor. Of the 25 members 
elect 11 were mombors of the first 
House, and 1-t coino now tu their work 
•witli"'preutici3hanil,i" at liuvni;ikin;; . Tlio 
first House was cboaou uiulor rather 
peculiar circumstances. The Trovince 
had just kicked off its Downing Htroot 
Bwaddlinp;-clothe3 and set up in 
business for itself. Under the Cruwn 
Colony system of Governniont pcnple 
bad grown indiU'ercni to iho cxorcirie 
of political rights and privileges. Thoy 
had become tired of sending men tu 
tho Council to bo outvoted by a pack- 
ed official majority anting under tlie 
instructions of a Govornor who was 
clothed with all the i)o\Tors of an au- 
tocrat; and a carelessaeas, iudiflorence 
and apathy as to politics had stolen 
upon and been so firwly engrafted 
upon the country that when politit id 
liberty was secured it found tho pub- 
lic mind in many Districts unprepared 
to receive it. Aa a natural cousequenco 
eome bad men — men whose politics 
■were "How much ?" and whose votes 
were ever in opposition to their pio- 
fessions, gained aeata in tho House and 
held them until the general election 
throe months ago, During the four 
years bttween the first and second 
general elections the minds of electors 
were slowly educated to a proper ap- 
preciation of the power and privileges 
conferred by Responsible Government , 
and when tlio time came to make selec- 
tions for tho new House tlio wretcliod 
mistakes of former years were atoned 
for by the return of men ol liberal 
ideas and principles — men \\\io ran 
neither bo bought nor stikl, cajoled 
nor threatened into giving a supj)ort to 
a Government whoso acts have (iroved 
that they are too dishonest and too in- 
capable to bo longer entrusted with 
power. We utter no vainglorious 

b9aBt — wo violate no confidenco — 
when we assert it as our iirin conviction 
that the policy and acts of the Minis- 
try cannot be justified before the new 
House and that their condemnation is 
speedy and sure. Baukru;)t in purse 
and character— more thim ku.spocted of 
complicity in "jobs" the gross corrup- 
tion of which "smells to Heaven" — guilty 
of having violated the priDciplea of a 
Constitution thnt a few mon spout tho 
best part qf their lives to eecure — accus- 
ed of liaviog trafliced in ft great publu,' 
contrsct for tho enrichment of theia.'-plvi s 
uud friends; of nHenntiag hirge tracts 
ef the public domain to bpeculutors; of 
participating in the proQts derived from 
the Bale of timber leases; of unconstitu- 
tionally contracting an enormous itulebt- 
etluess; of nniimg tbu public credit; uf 
Bquandoring tho rovenr.oi of th(: I'rDvincc 
in unproductive works wliilst allouing 
arterial roads to fall into decay; of cmi- 
niving at the delay of liailwny work by 
borrowing money from Canada; of being 
tyrannical, discourteons and impudent 
in their transactions witli tho jiuljlic, 
whose servants they are; of OKM'oding IIki 
expenditure nuthorizetl liy thi.' llouae; of 
attempting to Corru])t ele.'tors; of largely' 
increasing the official nt.iiT in riiward pol- 
itical procurers and fetch-and-oarryB 
withont the sanction of the people's re- 
prsBentatives; of falsifying tho public ac- 
count.i; and of being tho mobt ai-bitniry, 
inefficient and iucapablo (juarletto of incu 
ever entrusted witli tiio govcrnincut of 
any country sinco God lirst put into tlie 
minds of Eoglishmon tho wiH(lt)in ro(iuir- 
ed to frame tho British Constitution, 
whose redox our Constitution is. We 
should bo glad, indeed, had we it in our 
power to wvito in a diiri'reut Hjiii it u! (nir 
Ministry, if when we came tu levi. -.v t ■ -.r 
a«ts we could exclaim, "wril dnn^'. ilinu 
good and faithful servaut.i. " in- 
deiiendeiit journalists wo liiui i j u i sel vcs 
corapoUed, in the interest of a long-suf- 
fering people, to denounce the policy of 
a Cabinet whose first act was to violate 
tho Constilution a Cubinct literally 
"conceived in iniquity .•>nd bniu^jlit fiTtli 
in sin." Wo have iio advice to olVer tho 
new llouso. Tho I'((<jplo are tlio plain- 
tiffa — tho iMiniatrr tho defendants — tho 
House the jury. If the jury discover b 
treasury overflowing with money, pio 
ductive industry fostered and oncoui-.i^;- 
pd, public credit iniprovoil, no suspiciun 
of jobbery hanging liko a malaria over 
contracts, ami feelings of contentmout, 
prosperity and contldeiice ahiilingiu the 
iniiidK of llio iioople.t liej um«t, aa iionost 
men, find for tho defcndnnts. But if upon 
an uuprojudicod review of all the facts thoy 
find that tho charges preferred through 
this journal are substantially oorriot they 
are liound to return a verdiot for tho 
plain tifTt).

Mobilization of tiie Army. 

The 'Times' publishes full details 
of tho important scheme for the mo- 
bilization of the army, wdiich has been 
long under consideration, and of which 
tho following is an abridgeiuout: "The 
o.xporienco of tho late contest between 
Franco and Germany afVorded a startl- 
ing jiroof that the success of troops iu 
tho field mn.st depend in great mea- 
sure on the careful forethought and 
jirevious calculation of the War Ollicc. 
It demonstrated in no uncertain man- 
ner how disiistora crowd upon c;u;h 
other v.'lioii a military force is hurried 
uupreparod into contact with an cih;- 
luy. J'higland, iu linios p;i,st,LaH paid 
heavy iienalties in blood and treasuio 
for neglect iu this respect, but the de- 
fmito organization of other countries, 
the dovelopiiieiil (d' lidegranhic coni- 
iiiunicalioii , and tho iiiereasod adoji- 
tioii of trausiiui't, b}' ideaiii for military 
pui'[ioses have now necessitated a pow- 
er of more raind mobilization and con- 
centration than was formerlv rcipiired. 
Precautions aro now of vital import- 
ance which apiieared suportluous whou 
the couriers of Governments depend- 
ed upon post-horses, and regiments 
united by tedious marches along rough 
country roads. The necessity of being 
prepared for more speedy military ac- 
tion than existing regulations nllowed 
was oarnesily pointed out in t.lie r(5- 
e'oniiacndaiioiis of the floyal Coiniui:.- 
sion which was assoiabh d when (htu. 
I'oel was Secietary of State for War. 
Sal)sci|Uoiil ovenis 011 flio Continent 
have eonhi'ined i pelg-ieiil of the 
(..'oiiiioishioii. 'fne faei,'ih:it our army 
is ('io[doyial in tin: Llefelico of India 
and the t '1 don le.,, as well as of the 
United Kingdom, ffu'bado the adop 
tioii of such a strictly' territorial scheino 
of organization as that of Prussia, 
while at the s.aiiie timo the means of 
military ihd'eiice had to boada]ited to 
the giMigia[ihy of tho country. Tho 
military forces pi'ovidod for by t ho new 
scheme aro to form, when mobilized, two 
bodies, the Field, and the Sedentary 
Armies. On the outbreak of war, 
every man, of whatever rank in the 
home army , will be at once available 
for immediate transmission to any 
threateneii point. S]K.'ed of conceii- 
Iration is tho object aimed at iu this 
scheme, not multiplication of men. 
Tho manner in which it ia proposeil to 
;,^lill this ra'ddity is simple. Six bat- 
talioii^-. with tie il' coiuplinienl of ar- 
tin.ery and transports, are to cousti- 
(utc OIK! DivinKjii, three Divisions, one 
.\riiiy Corps, and eight Army Corps 
the mobilized forces, '^fhc comjiosi- 
tion of these several siaUioiis varies 
considerably. The Lst Army Corps, 
with ils divisional liciulquarters fit 
Colchester, Cheliusford, and Graves- 
end, will bo composed entirely oi re- 
gulars; the 'Jiid, concentrating at .-Vl- 
dershot, ( 1 iiilfoi'd, and Dorking, of 
two-thirds regulars and and oue-tliird 
militia; the .'id. with lieadipiarters at 
Croviloii, Kedhill, ami Tiiiibridge 
Wells, will bo one-third regulars — 
Foot Guards — and two-thirds militia. 
These three Army -Corps will form 
what may be called the offensive force, 
lieing available for immediate service 
abroad in case of eniergencv. Tho 
other live- Corps will each possess 
llireu battalions of rogubirs as a mi- 
cK us round which the uuxiliiu y forces 
may be groiiiied. Tho heaiiipiartors 
of thcir respective lst Divisions aro to 
beat Dublin, Salisbury, (Jhester,Y(U'k 
and I'aliiiburgli, thus virtually divid- 
ing that part of tho I'nited Kingdom 
not occ;upied by the three "offensive" 
-Vrmy Corps into live great military 
districts. It will be seou that certain 
d( tails of strength are left out of the 
schciiio — notably the Garrison Artille- 
ry. I'liis wah'. done intontioiially, so 
as to provide for defence of tho chi(d' 
iiiaritiuie fortresses anil tlockyurds. In 
tho event of war breaking out, such 
places would instantly need garrison- 
ing with tlioiou;;hly trained troops, 
and a(larii-oii or Si'denhiry .Vriny is 
thereforo coiistiiiited for that jmr 
pose tuit of details not included in tho 
eight .'Vrmv C'orjis. Tho G.irrisou
